. .- Mural immortalizes Bronx bar’s patrons 


Back in the Renaissance, when commissioned to 
do sizable jobs on church walls and palaces, artists 
would use townspeople as models and put their faces 
into frescoes and sculpture. As a result the art of 
many Renaissance towns became a detailed direc- 
tory of the people who were around when the artists 
got down to work. Today, in the Bronx, a pretty de- 
tailed directory of the people around West Burnside 
Avenue has recently been completed on the walls of 
Donahue’s bar and grill. It was done by an artist 
named Clifford Saber for Bill and Mike Donahue, 
former schoolmates of his. At first Saber planned 
something involving leprechauns, but he became so 
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impressed by the bar as a neighborhood institution 
that he decided to design the mural around the pa- 
trons. As men, women, children, dogs and cats came 
into the bar during the evening, Saber worked their 
caricatures into the mural. Seven months and 600 
square feet later, he was finished. In the panel at 
right sections are blocked out to match pictures of 
customer-models (bottom) who are identified in the 
mural by arrows. Donahue’s regular patrons are de- 
lighted with it, love to bring friends in and point 
themselves out on the wall. They particularly like 
the nude (upper right) but they are careful to explain 
that nobody ever shows up that way in Donahue’s.

This is the time of year when it takes a really dedicated parent, com- 
pletely unselfish and able to survey the march of progress without any 
regrets for his lost youth, to keep from bursting into tears of self-pity. 
‘There was a time, within the memory of most parents now alive, when 
Christmas toys could be taken or left alone. A train was something 
you just wound up or plugged into a light socket and then watched go 
round and round on a circular track until you got dizzy or the train 
broke. A doll was an inanimate object which you could look at or hug 
to your breast but which had no special accomplishments and was in- 
clined to smash to pieces if you dropped it on its head. 

The electric train of 1949 is considerably more ingenious and spec- 
tacular than the best real transcontinental trains in which today’s par- 
ents were riding 30 years ago. The junior engineer can now sit at his 
control board, push his buttons and by remote control make his train 
stop, start, back up, couple, uncouple, switch down sidings, load or 
unload lumber, coal and cattle, disgorge milk cans, whistle and blow 
smoke. If he has all the newest accessories he will have a diesel-type lo- 
comotive and an automatic station with a loudspeaker that announces 
ina clear voice that the train is arriving, stops the train, then announces 
it is leaving and sends it on its way. 

The electric-train business started in 1900 when J. Lionel Cowen, 
an enterprising young inventor in the then new field of electric motors 
and batteries, set up a factory with a single employe. Today the Lionel 
Corp. alone sells more than $15.5 million worth of trains a year, main- 
tains 400 service and repair stations around the nation, and has enough 

high-grade engineering and designing talent to transform almost any 
good idea into a workable new piece of equipment. The only thing

are its only products. There is 
another smaller company 
by awoman in New Jer:

ny spoons and forks. There 
‘was one man who invented a ma- 
chine to make better and cheap- 
er doll shoes; he guarded his se- 
cret so closely all his life that no 
stranger was ever permitted to 
visit his factory. 

One of the nicest success sto- 
ries in the business—both fina 
cially and from the child’s v 
point—concerns a few people 
who never had any previous con- 
nection with toys. In 1941 the 
wife of a government clerk living 
on Long Island gave birth to 
twins. One of the twins was un- 
dersized and sickly; the doctor 
said, “You're going to have to 
find some way of getting this ba- 
by interested in moving around 
and getting some exercise.” The 
government clerk, whose name 
was Vernon Eisel, came up with 
a contraption made of galva- 
nized chain, bird-cage springs, 
sleigh bells and ‘curtain rings.

‘After the success of Monopoly 
the firm of Parker Bros. could 
have rested on its oars and still 
remained one of the biggest in 
the whole toy business, but the 
company has kept working as 
hard as if it were just struggling 
for a foothold. Thisis largely due 
to George Parker, a dignified gen- 
tleman of 83 with a snow-white 
goatee, whoisstill activeas chair- 
man of the board. He founded the 
firm more than 65 years ago while 
he wasstill in high school. Parker 
has invented or helped invent 
so many games that he has lost 
track, but he still enjoys playing 
them and is constantly devising 
additional ones. 

For a long time the firm of 
Parker Bros. bemoaned the fact 
that all its games—except those 
which merely require bowling a 
ball into the proper slot or hit- 
ting a cardboard crow with a gun 
that shoots rubber bands—could 
only appeal to children sufficient- 
ly old to read or do some arith- 
metic, One type of old standby 
like the classic Parcheesi (owned 
by the firm of Selchow & 
Righter) requires the ability to 
add up the points on dice and 
move pieces accordingly. Anoth- 
er type involves reading cards 
and following the instructions, 
like “Move ahead to the rabbit 
hutch” or "Uncle Wiggly has just 
broken a leg. Take him back to 
the starting place.” This meant 
that the games were mostly for 
parents, plus the brighter chil- 
dren aged 9 and up, and lefta vast 
unentertained group (and un- 
tapped market) at the younger 
levels. A few years ago Parker 
Bros. filled the gap with a game 
called Winnie the Pooh, which 
can be played by any child old 
enough to distinguish colors; all 
he has to do is put his hand in a 
grab bag, extract a disk and move 
his player along a board to the 
next square of the same color as 
the disk. 

The ultra lifelike doll busi- 
ness was given birth by a spin- 
ster named Marie Wittman, a 
New York music teacher who has 
made up to $50,000 a year from 
herinvention and spends most of 
her time living abroad in consid- 
erable luxury. Miss Wittman de- 
veloped an idea conceived by her 
father—for a doll which sucked 
liquids into its body and then let 
nature and gravity take their 
course, There was considerable 
resistance to the idea at the start;

In Miami, Fla. on the morning of Nov. 25 Gargantua 
the Great curled up inside his $10,000 air-conditioned cage 
and died. He was 20 years old, which is fairly old for a go- 
rillain captivity, although in the jungle he would have lived 
to be about twice that. He was not the biggest of 23 gorillas 
in captivity, but he was surely the most famous and by rep- 
utation the meanest. In 12 years with the Ringling Bros 
and Barnum & Bailey circus his horrid snarls and malevo- 
lent roars had raised the hair of some 40 million people. He 
came by his meanness honestly. When he had barely ar- 
rived in the U.S. 17 years ago, a sailor who had been dis- 
charged by the ship’s captain threw nitric acid in his face.

“There was only one Jumbo, and only one Gargantua.”

Had His Imperial Majesty, Mohammad Reza Pah- 
levi, Shahinshah of Iran, who was easily last week's 
outstanding foreign visitor to the U.S., been keep- 
ing a candid travel diary, the above might well have 
been a typical entry. Actually the Shahinshah kept 
no diary because the pace of his tour left no time. 
In Washington, where he arrived on the presiden- 
tial plane, the Independence, the Shah dined with 
the Trumans, gave them a Persian feast, attended 
a football game and a cocktail party, made a speech 
to the Overseas Writers Club and inspected Mount 
Vernon. In New York he picked up speed with an 
official welcome by Mayor O'Dwyer and Grover

One of the things that pleased the U.S. most about 
its latest cynosure was that he did not try to disguise 
one major purpose of his visit. This was to focus U. 
attention on Iran as a possible recipient of an arma- 
ments loan and as a promising field for private in- 
vestors. Asa formidable neighbor of the U.S.S.R. and 
the fourth biggest oil producing nation in the world 
(after the U.S., Venezuela and Russia), Iran had val- 
id claim to notice on both counts, But the benefits 
of the Shah’s tour were not entirely one-sided. Even 
more interested than bigwigs and bankers were U.S. 
bobby soxers whose rapt attention to the young rul- 
er’s activities obliged them simultaneously to ab- 
sorb sugar-coated lessons in history and geography. 

Unlike his late father, a onetime army officer who 
acquired the throne in 1925, 30-year-old Moham- 
mad Reza got a European schooling in Switzerland. 
He went home to attend military school, married the 
pretty sister of Egypt's King Farouk in 1939, di- 
vorced her in 1948 when she failed to provide him 
with an heir and is on the lookout for a new wife. 
Washington gossip mentioned the Iranian ambassa- 
dor’s daughter and even Margaret Truman—who, 
however, might be unsuitable since the Shah is a 
devout Moslem. Last week's extra special precau- 
tions for the Shal safety were justified. In Febru- 
ary he had anarrow escape from assassination when a 
youthful fanatic fired fiveshots, two of which wound- 
ed him in the body and mouth. After his five crowded 
days in New York, the Shah last week flew to Detroit. 
Next stops: Fort Knox, Grand Canyon, Hollywood.

GOOD IN THE ATOM 


DAVID LILIENTHAL RELAXING AT HIS HOME 


TRIUMPH AT CHRISTMAS 


‘The story of Christmas, Fla. (pop. 250) and 
its postmistress, Mrs. Juanita S. Tucker, should 
hearten all individualists. Some years ago Mrs. 
Tucker conceived the pleasant idea of putting 
a special stamp with appropriate sentiments on 
mail going out of her little post office at Christ- 
mastime. Thousands of folks all over the U.S. 
sent mail to her to be forwarded with the Christ- 
mas postmark and her seasonal devices. This 
year the Postmaster General tried to stop it, 
holding for one thing that the extra stamp- 
ing caused unnecessary expense. Mrs. Tucker 
raised a rumpus, got nowhere and arrived at 
a solution on her own, She just put her rubber 
stamps and ink pads on the post-office coun- 
ter, and let people mark their own mail with 
her little Christmas tree and the legend, “Glory 
to God in the Highest, 1949.” The Chambers 
of Commerce at Christmas and nearby Orlando 
do the stamping for out-of-towners who send 
mail to Mrs. Tucker. It costs the taxpayers 
little or nothing, and Mrs. Tucker is happy. 
‘A Merry Christmas to her! 
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It may sound paradoxical, but ever since 
the U.N. reached an impasse on the subject 
of international control of the atom we have 
had occasion to think better and better of 
human beings. The way they keep returning 
to the theme of “peaceful uses” of atomic 
energy is a tribute both to their innate de- 
cency and to their refusal to be awed by some- 
thing that has no meaning for good or evil 
apart from the men who use it. 

The Russians, of course, have seized the 
opportunity to manipulate the decent in- 
stincts of human beings everywhere for prop- 
aganda purposes. Their talk of “outlawing” 
the bomb and limiting the uses of the atom 
to blowing up mountains and altering Sibe- 
ria’s drainage systems (a neat trick if it can 
be done) may blind some people to the essen- 
tial characteristics of atomic fission. “Fis- 
sionable material in a power station,” says 
David Lilienthal, who has just resigned as 
head of the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, “would be so nearly a weapon that you 
couldn’t drive a lawyer’s definition between 
the two. ... Once you have a reactor, a pile, 
whatever you say you plan to use it for, you 
have a potential instrument of war from 
which possible enemies must be excluded.” 
That would seem to make it plain that the 
recent talk about limiting atomic energy de- 
velopment to purely “peaceful” uses is be- 


side the point unless there is also to be a supra- 
national authority with a vested title to all 
important atomic installations. On Lilien- 
thal’s showing, inspection without suprana- 
tional control cannot be worth very much; 
the nation which has a great peacetime atom. 
ic energy plant could always throw it into 
war gear at a moment's notice—or without 
giving any notice whatever. It could, so to 
speak, go to war between inspections. 

Nevertheless we applaud the urge to ques- 
tion, to re-examine, to be forever on the look- 
out for some means of halting the world’s 
progression toward atomic war. So far the 
suggestions for an “atomic truce” are unreal 
in the cold light of Soviet aggression and So- 
viet hypocrisy. But the impulse, the refusal 
to assume that doom is the preordained con- 
sequence of atomic fission, is not unreal, and 
we hope that it persists. 

In Washington the State Department is 
“re-examining” our atomic energy policy. In 
closing his term of distinguished and invalu- 
able service with the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, Mr. Lilienthal says that one of his 
purposes is to make a contribution to public 
discussion that he could not make while in 
office. He is known to deplore the excessive 
secrecy now surrounding all phases of the 
atom, and on this subject alone he should 
have some worthwhile things to say. 


SENSE ON HEALTH 


There’s nothing more devastating to a 
theory than a few facts. The truth of this old 
saw is demonstrated anew by Columbia Uni- 
versity’s study of the hospitals of New York 
state, recently completed after 15 months’ 
investigation under a state grant of $60,000. 
The Columbia document collides head on 
with most of the assumptions underlying the 
recent agitation for “socialized medicine” 
or for national compulsory medical insur- 
ance. It proved that for at least one great 
state of 14.5 million (10% of the U.S. pop- 
ulation) American medical service is in pret- 
ty good shape. 

he argument for a comprehensive federal 
subsidy of medicine makes much of the al- 
leged fact that private, municipal and state- 
owned hospitals, squeezed by rising costs, 
cannot be locally supported cornerstones of 
an effective medical system. But the Colum- 
bia study suggests the precise opposite. Far 
from operating in the red, the New York 
hospital system, both public and private, 
is found to be in constantly improving fi- 
nancial condition—better, in fact, than at 
any time since 1940. The most pressing need 
for general hospitals disclosed by the sur- 
vey is not for additional facilities but for im- 
proving the dingnestic services and for mod- 
ernizing or replacing old buildings that are 
becoming obsolete. Additional state aid for 
care of mental and tuberculosis patients is 
also needed. 

It undoubtedly will be urged that findings 


for New York State are not applicable to the 
U.S. as a whole. Dr. Eli Ginzberg of Colum- 
bia’s Graduate School of Business, who di- 
rected the survey. and put its findings into a 
book, A Pattern for Hospital Care, thinks 
otherwise. New York is admittedly richer 
than most states in the union, and its ratio 
of doctor and bed capacity per capita is at 
the top. But Dr. Ginzberg, who received but- 
tressing material from 30 other states in the 
course of making the New York survey, be- 
lieves that his findings have great relevance 
to a majority of the states. What New York 
can do, other states can do. Certainly on Dr. 
Ginzberg’s showing states like Pennsylva- 
nia, Massachusetts, Illinois, Ohio and Cali- 
fornia with rich and large centers of popu- 
lation can aspire to New York’s record. 
The most astounding statistic turned up 
by the Columbia survey is that 57% of the 
jew York State population was covered by 
some type of voluntary hospital insurance 
at the end of 1948—and the figure has kept 
owing throughout 1949. Eventually Dr. 
inzberg thinks some 85% of the New York 
population could be enrolled in Blue Cross or 
commercial voluntary insurance plans. If the 
85% figure can be approximated in the more 
populous states, then the case for national 
compulsory medical insurance must fall flat. 
Limited federal aid for specified purposes in 
sub-par areas is demonstrably necessary. But 
this is a far cry from total federalization of 
USS. health services.

Few Europeans understand what ECA wants of them, 
and few Americans are aware how much ECA is asking 
of Europe. It amounts to a revolution in Europe's 
economy. Here LIFE offers a report on these demands.

HE minister of a foreign embassy made a little gesture with his 
hands. Palms up, the long white fingers spread wide, he pressed 
them toward his caller, as though to drive home what he was s 

“What does your Administration want us to do?” he was saying. 
“Do something, they tell us, do something! But what? What do 
they want us to do?” 

The minister is an intelligent man, one of the smartest in his coun- 
foreign service. He knows how to ask questions and get answers 
in Washington, where he has been stationed off and on for years. Yet 
he, in common with many other statesmen and politicians of West- 
ern Europe, was asking a question that had been amply answered. 
He was asking what Paul Hoffman of ECA meant when he ree: ently 
called for " "Nothing less than an integration of the Western Euro- 
pean economy . . . an economically unified Western Europe.” 

Mr. Hoffman used these words on Oct. 31 in Paris, in a speech to 
the Council of O.E.E.C. a apposed to plan 
and in part to administer Marshall aid at the receiving end. With 
this speech Mr. Hoffman in effect told the Western Europeans: 

Integrate—or else. You promised it. Congress expects it. The U.S. 
public and President expect it. You can do it. If you 1 i thle 
probably won't get any more Marshall dollars. And without Marshall 
dollars ) unk. 

Even from the spokesman of a country which has put $17 billion 
into Western Europe since 1945, this was tough talk. Ever since he 
came out with it in Paris Mr. Hoffman has been bombarded with com- 
plaints, some outspoken and some merely hinted, that he doesn’t 
know what he really means by “integration” and that even if he does 
he hasn't the slightest idea of how Western Europe is to achieve it. 


The policy leads from one thing to another 


N the record the complaints are not justified. “Integration” is 

now a great deal more than an economic prescription for Eu- 
rope. It is the key to the whole of U.S. policy in Europe; if it had 
no meaning then U.S. policy would have no meaning and Western 
Europe would have no future. To an extent hardly realized by off- 
cial Washington, Paul Hoffman in thrusting integration at Europe 
has set in train events and attitudes which go far beyond his own 
ECA. He has, for example, precipitated a rapid and significant revo- 
lution of policy toward the new government of Western Germany. 
The sudden show of confidence in that government, the enormous 
gamble on its competence and good faith recently taken by the U.S., 
British and French governments follow indirectly from the Hoff- 
man doctrine that only an integrated Western Europe can safely 
embrace a revived Western Germany. ECA’s own future also turns 
upon integration. On the strength of Mr. Hoffman’s Paris speech 
Congress will be justified in refusing to renew Marshall aid if by early 
1950 the governments of Western Europe have failed to doa lot of 
what he asks. And, as Mr. Hoffman will soon be telling Congress, an 
abrupt end of Marshall aid next year could cause a quick return to 
political and economic bankruptcy in Western Europe. 

Paul Hoffman’s position is perfectly clear. He knows what he 
wants. He knows why he wants it. And he knows exactly what he 
expects the governments of Western Europe to do about it right 
away—the first steps toward integration. He does not pretend to

know the precise nature of the final steps to be taken nor to foresee 
the exact and ultimate structure of an integrated Western Europe. 

What does he want? The answer is in his Paris speech: “The sub- 

stance of such integration,” he said then, “would be the formation 
of a single large market . . , a permanent, freely trading area com- 
prising 270 million consumers in Western Europe.” Why does he 
want it? In another speech he said after he returned from Paris, 
",., We are just now fully realizing that Europe's inability to com- 
petein the world today is due in large part to the fact that increasing- 
fox SO.syearaiaropean produnersjhave been fread stom, lien 
cessity of competing in their own home markets. Trade restrictions 
have more and more removed the pressure of foreign competition 
and behind trade barriers basic industries in small national econ- 
omies have not found it difficult to stifle internal competition.” 

Mr. Hoffman expects Western Europe to do four immediate 
things, or at least to prove beyond doubt that it intends to get them 
done in 1950. Two of these steps he described in his Paris speech. 
Two of them he describes upon inquiry—the kind of inquiry that 
any statesman who cares to take the trouble can make. The four 
things are: 

1. Beef up O.E.E.C.—the organization through which the Euro- 
pean governments themselves take part in the Marshall Plan—in 
two ways. First, get the Europeans to choose a man of cabinet rank 
wilic can Yealle-talk eo and if iccostary talk Gack to the Heads ot gov 
ernments. Second, enlarge 0.E.E.C.’s functions, now mainly ad- 
visory, by making it the chosen instrument of integration, charge 
with clear and real responsibility for reshaping Western Europe to 
ECA specifications. 

2. Step up the flow of trade within Western Europe by some 
changes in what is formidably called “the intra-European payments 
scheme.” Complex in detail and terminology, the purpose of this 
scheme is simple enough—to make the English pound, the French 
franc or any other national currency equally acceptable anywhere 
within Europe, so that each country can buy and sell easily in every 
other. The present scheme, supported in part by ECA funds, falls 
far short of the goal. Now ECA is prepared, Congress willing, to sup- 
port an improved payments scheme with a bigger proportion of Mar- 
shall dollars, provided that the governments participating are will- 
ing to give it purpose and mundo wii central clearinghouse and 
perhaps a new Central Bank serving the whole of Western Europe. 

3. Freeatleast half of Western Europe’s private trade of the quota 
restrictions by which countries commonly limit the amount of goods 
they take from each other. The governments most concerned have 
agreed to it in principle, and Mr. Hoffman is now asking that they 
actually put the principle to work. 

4. Completely abolish what Mr. Hoffman calls “double pricing” 
—the practice, not unknown to U.S. business, of selling cheap at 
home and squeezing all the traffic will bear abroad.

None of these things is easy to do, and Mr. Hoffman does not say 
they are easy (“I know,” he said in Paris, “that the difficulties . . 
will spring all too readily to mind. . . .”). Some of them will be very 
hard to do. For instance, Western Europe cannot make O. a 
real instrument of integration without giving it powers of choice 
and decision that no national government cares to surrender. A Cen-~ 
tral Bank could mean nothing unless the member countries passed 
to it powers and responsibilities now sacred to national treasuries 
and banks, Even a mild broadening of the payments scheme, to in- 
crease the amount of open trade that it could finance, would involve 
some risks for countries with weak currencies and low reserves. 

For one thing, he does not expect his immediate proposals to close 
Western Europe's famous and persistent “dollar gap’"—the differ- 
ence between what it must have from the dollar world and what it 
earns in regular trade. If the countries of Western Europe do all 
that he is asking them to do about integration, they will still have 
some dollar deficit at the end of 1950, of 1951 and very probably in 
mid-1952 when ECA is due to fold up. For Mr. Hoffman the point 
of integration is not that it will cure Western Europe of dollar sick- 
ness but that it will put Western Europe in better shape to earn its 
living in world maikete: 


In the name and promise of competition 


OR another thing, he does not expect the British to go as far in 

actual integration as the continental governments are asked to 
go. After two years of uncertainty ECA now accepts the London view 
that with its multiple ties to the Empire, the Commonwealth and 
the vast sterling area, Great Britain can be “with” but not “of” 
the continent in economic matters. ECA has learned the hard way 
that despite everything the influence and direct power of Great 
Britain on the continent are still enormous; nothing important hap- 
pens unless the British Government wants it to happen. Mr. Hoff- 
man asks first of all that the British do not sabotage the simplest 
move toward economic reform by standing silent; and the word 
“sabotage” is often used by U.S. officials to make the point. Acquies- 
cence, plus baie eet leadership at the critical stages. 

“In other words,” said a British official the other day, “you know 
we aren’t going to live in the house, but you want us to build it.” 

Mr. Hoffman would probably agree, with the added notation 
that a lot of British trade, British profits and British security will 
come out of the house regardless of who builds it. 

Mr. Hoffman is aware that he is asking a lot of the Europeans 
who after all inhabit and make up Western Europe. He is asking 
them to make over themselves, their countries, their part of the 
world in a competitive image that all too many of them have for- 
gotten—if they ever knew it. He is mani them, in the name and 
promise of competition for efficiency’s sake, to give up the protec- 
tions that more and more people in the 20th Century tend to con- 
fuse with “security.” And in this too he knows pretty well what he 
is doing, better than many a dubious European statesman might 
think. He put it all into one sentence of a recent speech. 

“No one,” he said, “really likes competition.”

Even today, as they look at the picture above, thousands of U.S. 
males will feel a touch of secret shame. For if the 
chances are remarkably good that they were once f 
in public in the outlandish lace and velvet costume the little boy 


is wearing. The little boy himself never did 
recover from the stigma. He is Vivian Bur- 
nett, the prototype of Little Lord Fauntle- 
roy, the darling of mothers and the abomi- 
nation of a whole generation of fathers and 
sons of 50-odd years ago.

"Oh God,” he said before his death 12 years 
ago, “they will still insist on talking about 
Fauntleroy. All my work of better quality 
has been pushed in the background.” As for 
early child actors who starred in the role, al- 
most all went on to complete obscurity—no- 
body could visualize them in any other part.

Fauntleroy, was the outstanding sentimentalist of a sen- 
timental age. She herself was as extraordinary as any of 
her characters and her life could have served as a plot for 
any of her stories. Born Fannie Hodgson in England in 
1849, she and four brothers and sisters were brought to 
Tennessee by their mother after their father died and 
his business failed. They expected to join a rich uncle in 
Knoxville, but when they got there he too had become 
penniless and they had to settle in a log cabin. Fannie, 
then 16, taught school in the cabin’s attic and in her spare 
time wrote two stories and sent them to Godey’s Lady's 
Book with the note, “My object is remuneration.” Re- 
muneration came in the form of $35 and from that time 
until her death she wrote steadily, turning out 40 novels 
and 10 children’s books besides a torrent of magazine ar- 
ticles. She became one of the most successful authors in 
the Western Hemisphere. Not a word she wrote was ever 
refused by a publisher. 

Before she wrote Little Lord Fauntleroy, Frances mar- 
ried an eye doctor named Swan Burnett, moved to Wash- 
ington and had two sons. She was a short plumpish wom- 
an with a large head, an aquiline nose and a domed fore- 
head over which she trained a cherished bang. She held 
herself at all times with such an exaggeratedly erect car- 
riage that she seemed to tip over backward. She ate spar- 
ingly, sometimes living for days on little more than but- 
termilk, was a great smoker and had the odd habit of 
holding in one hand a cream peppermint from which she 
nibbled after each puff. She wanted everyone to think 
she was little and precious and fluffy, which was the way 
she thought of herself. 

In Washington, Mrs. Burnett turned into something 
of a character. To accentuate her tininess she began 
starting her letters, even to people of ordinary size, with 
“Dear Tall So-and-So” and “Dear Big, Immense So-

and-So” and to point out her fluffiness she often signed 
them “Fluffy” or “Fluffins” or even “Fluffianoromous.”” 
She became fascinated by robins and robins became a 
favorite subject. They played parts in several of her sto- 
ries—she even thought of herself as a robin, Other rob- 
ins, she would announce with eyes as wide as a child’s, 
thought of her as a robin too. “There was one robin in 


agarden,” she would say, “that loved me. When we were 
alone, with only roses and bees and sunshine, he told me. 
Isaid to him, ‘You are a little soul and I ama little soul. 
. ..Tlove you and love you, little soul.” 

‘As success came to Mrs. Burnett and she began to be 
more and more sought after for parties and literary teas, 
she dressed in a stranger and stranger manner. Her taste 
in clothes had always leaned to the ribbony, lacy crea- 
tion, and now her dresses became positively showered 
with frills and furbelows. Dressed in such dainties she 

loved to sit in her parlor 
and hold what she thought 


of as exquisite salons. Into 
this room, past her china 
pug dogs in the hall, would 
come celebrities and guests 
to hear her charming chat- 
ter. But more important, 
into this room every after- 
noon, dressed in their pret- 
tiest clothes, would come 
her two sons, Lionel and 
Vivian. 

It was with her children 
that Frances Burnett was 
VIVIAN AT HARVARD always happiest. She spent 

her life watching and lov- 

ing and doing her best to 
spoil them, and the customs of the day conspired to make 
this easy for her. In 1890 there was no talk of a “silver 
cord” or the danger of a mother fixation, Mrs. Burnett 
was free to be as sentimental as she wanted, writing of 
Vivian’s early months that “He has stealthily applied 
himself to putting forth a lovely little gold fuzz all over 
his head and there is a tiny curl at the ends—he has 
asked somebody or something, perhaps a fairy, what 
kind of hair I like with brown eyes and he is doing it on 
purpose.” But it was always herself, the lovely little 
mother, who figured most largely in her own thoughts. 
She said of her boys, “They had always an idea that, 
after all, their mother was a sort of little girl—she was 
little to look at and had curly hair like their own and 
she used to sit on the nursery floor and build houses or 
play marbles with them, and they enjoyed themselves 
most of all with her.” Later she recalled Vivian's first 
bunch of violets. “'It is nearly 14 years since they were 
first laid at my feet .. . but I can still hear yet the sound 
of small feet climbing up the staircase, stoutly but care- 
fully, the exultant voice shouting at intervals all the 
way up from the first flight, “Sweet Dearest! Sweet 
Dearest! I got somfin for you!” 

Tt was easy to see that from Vivian it was only a step 
to Cedric, Little Lord Fauntleroy, It was, in fact, no step 
at all. Vivian was Cedric. He even started her on the 
story by asking why she didn’t write something that 
little boys would like to read. Then Frances Burnett 
simply took his character and “put him in a quite new 
world to see what he would do.” 

Mrs. Burnett kept on writing hard right up to the 
very last. She wrote even when she was so ill that she 
had to lie on her back and hold her yellow pad in the 
air close to her eyes. She turned out the Head of the 
House of Coombe, last of her 40 novels, two years before 
her death and was working on a new novel, a play and 
a magazine series when she died on Long Island in 1924,

are on the one hand those who believe in freedom and the dignity of 
man and on the other hand those who believe in a supreme conquer- 
ing state to which all men would be slaves. 

The wave of barbarism that threatens to sweep the earth is controlled 
by an organized few who would conquer the world, who hold simple kind- 
ly people in thrall and mold them for the conquest. In the reasoning of 
iheie would-be masters, the law of fang and beak is the only law. There 
are no moral codes, no virtue and no honor, nothing admirable in man 
except his will to survive and dominate by force or cunning.

True, 
it must be brought about by delusion and the elaboration of seductive 
goals near at hand, but the only fully strong system is one with central- 
ized power in the hands of a small, close-knit group that fully under- 
stands and makes sure the multitude does not. Such a control will final- 
ly force uniformity of pattern, and even a sort of contentment, where 


T:: world is split into two camps. In blunt summary terms, there 


independence of thought will be defined as insanity. The concept of hu- 
man dignity is one with the old fanciful codes of ethics and the fadin, 
superstitious religions, and these are all passing fancies for the weak an 
irresolute. The only enduring philosophy is one that rests squarely on the 
findings of cold science. This is the pattern of a new fatalism—a fatalism 
whose core is the selfish materialism of conquerors from Alexander on- 
ward but whose menace has been intensified by the rise of science and its 
exploitation by those who understand a little of it only too well. 

The technique of disruption is the principal tool of this tightly organ- 
ized band of a million men, perhaps, or more, who hold hundreds of mil- 
lions in their sway, and who make no bones about their intentions.

‘Thus there are those among us who cry out that the ease is hope- 
less, and who thus furnish fuel for the fires of those who would 
prevail by fear, A third war is inevitable, they cry; atom bombs 
in thousands will destroy all cities and all man’s works. There is 
a fascination in fear. There is a vortex that surrounds the con- 
cept of doom. When there is stark terror about, men magnify it 
and rush toward it. No terror is greater than the unknown, ex- 
cept the terror of the half-seen. 

‘This is the threat we must meet. 


Fatalism is no new thing in the world. The threat of the surge of 
vast hordes actuated alg by the lust of conquest is no new thing. 
But science has entered in two ways, and the threat takes new forms, 
Science has altered war. It has also molded the thinking of men. 
Fatalism is no longer merely a negation; it becomes now an active 
philosophy based on an interpretation of science as utter material- 
ism. A struggle by the oppressed toward more freedom, a movement 
based on a Marxist philosophy of revolution by the proletariat, has 
developed into a police state, dominated by a tight oligarchy and 
bent on conquest. Its central characteristic is its materialism. It 
takes the teachings of science, as it sees them, and applies them to 
its program. In the name of that science it denies all decency be- 
tween men. 

Yet the whole affair is a ghastly fallacy. Science has been mi 
read. Science does not exclude faith, And faith alone can meet the 
threat that now hangs over us. 

Science does not teach a harsh materialism. It does not teach any- 
thing at all beyond its boundaries, and those boundaries are severe- 
ly limited by science itself.

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sion, and with these it peers into the vast reaches of space and stud- 
ies how the cosmos is assembled and how it moves. But it does not 
examine how the cosmos first appeared to be reasoned about. Still 
more strongly, it is silent as to whether there was a great purpose 
in the creation of the cosmos beyond the grasp of the feeble mind 
of man. These things are forever beyond its ken. 

Science builds microscopes to delve into the inner recesses of mat- 
ter, ever more intricate and powerful. It even probes into the 
ternal secrets of the nucleus of the atom and the forces that bind it. 
But when it comes to the reason why these forces exist, what their 
ultimate nature is, how they came to appear, it pauses. These things 
are beyond its ken. 

Science looks at life. It traces the way by which life evolved on 
the earth, how new species rose and how they continue to arise. But 
it does not speculate as to how the materials and processes that were 
involved came ultimately to be present, or whether these were 
chance or were expressly designed to produce a man, These things 
are beyond its ken. 

Science probes into the mind of man itself. It studies the func- 
tioning of the brain of man. But it does not define consciousness 
or tell us why there is a being on the earth who can reason as to 
why he is there. It does not speak with authority as to whether 
there is such a thing as free will, a choice of actions over and above 
that dictated by the operations of the mechanism, It does not deal 
with faith, These things are beyond its ken. 

So those who contend that mankind is engaged merely in a futile 
dance, a meaningless fluttering over the cruel surface of the earth 
before an inexorable curtain descends, with no more to life than a 
struggle for a seamy existence, do not do so on the teachings of 
science, They do so because they conclude that the limited observa- 
tion of our weak senses and their petty aids encompasses all there 
is of reality. From such a fallacy come materialism and the new 
fatalism now built into a political system geared for conquest. 


The threat is now definite. 

Those who oppose the threat are men of goodwill, wherever they 
may be. They make up the great company which believes in human 
freedom. It is a varied company, for it includes those who adhere to 
the great formal religions, those who do not thus adhere but who 
have faith, and those who order their lives apart from deep religious 
thinking but who have hope for man and believe he is capable of 
building a better world, 

The entire company of men of goodwill believes in the dignity of 
man, and it shows this in its actions. While it is perfectly willing to 
admit that man has made a sorry spectacle of himself, and that his 
ways can be disgusting as no beast ever disgusts, yet it is not will- 
ing to describe all of man’s actions solely in terms of selfishness, or 
weakness, or depravity. It believes passionately in freedom of the 
individual. Instinctively if you will, and quite apart from its logi- 
cal analysis of how man came to his present state, it believes that 
there is something in the free creativeness of individuals that is 
worth preserving in the world. 

The company, or most of the company, believes that there is 
such a thing as truth—not the mere accepted convention. Rather, 
it believes in absolute truth, undefined, quarreled about among the 
philosophers, only vaguely grasped, yet sensed and clung to through 
all the morass of logical thinking. Implicit, of course, in these be- 
liefs is that there is a possible destiny for man higher than the mere 
struggle for existence. 

It is a diverse but powerful company, determined that there shall 
be no conquest and dominance by mere force, determined that there 
shall be government responsive to the will of the governed, deter- 
mined that ultimately there shall be peace under law, that there 
shall be an environment in which man’s mind can continue to grow.

Is rigid totalitarianism to prevail, gradually drawing all free peo- 
ples into its orbit to form an enormous police state ruling the earth? 
‘The answer depends upon whether totalitarianism or democracy is 
the stronger in facing the complexities of modern existence, in truth- 
fully interpreting the teachings of science, in ably utilizing the appli- 
cations of science, in managing peace or conducting war.

Lysenko propounds the generally unaccepted theory that environment can 
change heredity. Bogomolets produced a serum alleged to lengthen life span. 
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his post and sent into cold exile because he dares assert that there 
is validity in the modern theories of genetics. 

Under such a system art will eventually become merely a dull 
adjunct to monotonous propaganda. Science, however effectively 
it may be applied to immediate technical achievements, will even- 
tually become a collection of superstitions and folklore. In the long 
run, that v cience, on the distorted interpretation of which is 
built the philosophy of the group that rules in Russia, will become 
asham and a mockery. As the Soviet Union places complete bars 
upon effective international scientific interchange, and to the ex- 
tent that it regiments scientific discussion within its own borders, 
it places upon itself a substantial handicap in any technical race, 
a greater handicap than is readily appreciated by us who live in 
freedom. 

The Western allies’ atomic-energy program during the war was to 
the nth degree the sort of collaborative program that was impossible 
at that speed outside democracy. It involved new, dangerous, and 
complex chemistry, the most refined sort of chemical engineering, 
industrial organization that tied together effectively the perform- 
ance of ten thousand firms which supplied parts, built new and un- 
heard-of devices, constructed and operated enormous plants where 
the whole affair functioned as an interlocked unit. The keynote of 
all this effort was that it was on an essentially democratic basis. If 
civilians and military disagreed, as they often did, there were tables 
about which they could gather and argue it out. Punches did not 
need to be pulled, and no one kept glancing over his shoulder. If 
there were international misunderstandings between allies, and 
there were, they could be frankly discussed. The system worked 
and it produced results, 

Now the Nazis, the totalitarians of the right, were also trying to 
make a bomb, and they failed miserably. They had the same oppor- 
tunity that we did; the starting gun for the race went off as the news 
spread of the experimental confirmation of the phenomenon of 
fission in 1939. At the end of the war they had not accomplished 
five percent of the task. 

Why were they so far behind? Bombing and the destruction of 
needed industrial facilities account for some of the lag. Limited avail- 
ability of critical materials accounts for some. But the real reason

is that they were regimented in a totalitarian regime. The German 
war organization was a caricature. Parallel agencies were given over- 
lapping power, stole one another’s materials and men, and jockeyed 
for position by all the arts of palace intrigue. Nincompoops with 
chests full of medals presided over organizations concerning whose 
affairs they were morons. Undoubtedly the young physicist who 
penetrated to the august presence of the Herr Doktor Geheimrat 
Professor said ja emphatically and bowed himself out, if he did not 
actually suck air through his teeth. The whole affair was shot through 
with suspicion, intrigue, arbitrary power, formalism. 

It had been popular with us for many years to complain about 
the wastefulness of the democratic system of government. Benevo- 
lent dictatorship was thought to be efficient by comparison. What 
we found at the end of the war exploded this myth for all time. The 
democratic system is clearly more efficient, dollar for dollar and 
hour for hour, than any totalitarian system. The key to the differ- 
ence, the key to the effectiveness of the democratic system, lies in the 
fact thatin a democracy criticism flows both ways, up as well as down. 


The stress upon democracy is intense right now of course, for 
many reasons. The advent of the atomic bomb comes near to being 
just too much for a world shaken by the terrors of the most awful 
war in history, appalled at its own depravity as exemplified at 
Dachau and in numerous other places, and facing up to a future 
that still contains nearly all the ignorance, prejudice, rapaciousness, 
and cupidity that have plagued it since the first simian climbed 
down out of his tree eh started the adventure. 

For our encouragement, as we examine the current scene about 
us and are sometimes dismayed at the difficulties we face, we can 
look back on the performance of the last decade. In war and peace 
we have accomplished much that no dictatorship could ever match. 
The applications of science yet to come are manifold and far-reach- 
ing. With them we can establish a standard of living in this coun- 
try far higher than we have ever had. We can prolong our lives and 
escape the ravages of old age, overcoming the scourges of mankind, 
epidemic disease, cancer, senility, to an extent that we can now 
barely grasp. We can create an environment in which the creative 
arts can flourish, in which the human spirit has an opportunity 
to rise and aspire. All this is within our grasp. 


Tf we lose our liberties it will be because we abandon them. Itis a 
hazardous world; it has always been a hazardous world, beset by the 
perils of harsh nature and the greater perils of harsh men. Ambition 
and cunning and the ignorance of multitudes have created rigid sys- 
tems that have suppressed all liberties, and from these men have 
broken away into freedom at times, have become confused in their 
councils, and have again succumbed. This time there is hope for 
free men have at last created a democracy more effective, as long as 
it retains its hallmark, than any dictatorship can ever be in dealing 
with the intricacies of civilization.

turns in a fine performance 

directing his new spectacle 
by JOHN BAINBRIDGE 


Ina few weeks Cecil B. DeMille will present to America his 
latest movie, Samson and Delilah (in Technicolor). Critics 
who have seen advance showings report that the old master 
is at his most stupendous in retelling this old story. In many 
ways Samson and Delilah is a wonderful show, proving 
again nobody can stage a cataclysm or corn up a love scene so 
colossally as DeMille. On the following pages are some scen 
from the movie and below is a report on how DeMille does 


already put Moses and other biblical figures across in a b 

way at the box office has made a Technicolor epic out of t 
story of Samson and Delilah. The movie, depicting what DeMille 
calls “one of the greatest love stories of all time,” features Victor 
Mature as the boy and Hedy Lamarr as the girl. The cast also in- 
cludes George Sanders and Angela Lansbury, as well as a number 
of venerable players like William Farnum and Henry Wilcoxon, 
who have been marching faithfully through scriptural spectacles 
directed by DeMille for a quarter of a century. His series of bibli- 
cal epics began with The Ten Commandments, released in 1923, in 
which DeMille gained considerable prestige by parting the Red Sea, 
After that he turned out other money-making religious picture 
such as The King of Kings, The Sign of the Cross and The Crusad 
“Cecil B. DeMille thus became the acknowledged master of the 
religious spectacle,” a brief biography approved by Cecil B. De- 
Mille modestly remarks, and adds, referring to Samson and Delilah, 
the master’s current work, “Once more the 68-year-old film maker 
turns to a field that has made his name a household word in remote 
corners of the world.” In Hollywood, a remote corner where culture 
is king, DeMille is respected as a man who has made the finer spirit- 
ual and cultural things of life pay off. He is several times a million- 
aire and no one doubts that he will be handsomely rewarded for his 
efforts on Samson and Delilah. “It can’t miss,” one of DeMille’s 
friends has said. “It’s just like all the others. Same routine—just 
a different gimmick.” 

DeMille began to think about starring Samson and Delilah in a 
movie in 1935, when he paid a writer $10,000 to put the story into 
ascreen play, which presumably improved on the original yarn. At 
that time, however, DeMille had just finished The Crusades, and 
instead of plunging directly into another religious extravaganza he 
decided to give himself and the public a rest. During the ensuing 
12 years, he made seven other pictures, the majority of which were 
overrun with Indians. DeMille is keen about Indians, and has been 
ever since he made The Squaw Man, the first feature-length movie 
made in America, back in 1913. His interest in the redskin has never 
dimmed. “There's one thing you can say about the old boy,” an ag- 
ing character actor once observed. “He knows his Indians.” A cou-

ages again tangled with the palefaces, DeMille decided to get hack 
to the hirsute affair between Samson and Delilah. 

Casting the two principal roles posed a problem, especially since 
DeMille prides himself on, among other things, the verisimilitude 
of the characters and backgrounds in his movies. He hired aresearch- 
er, one of whose tasks, aside from digging up lore on how people 
dressed, ate and generally behaved in the olden times, was to round 
up photographs of the paintings of Samson and Delilah by the old 
masters—Rembrandt, Rubens, Gustave Doré and others. DeMille, 
who has a large religious library and a reputation as a Hollywood 
biblical scholar, was particularly anxious to portray Delilah with 
stunning authenticity, He made an exhaustive study of the great 
painters’ depictions of her, and then announced that none of them 
was satisfactory.

ny befits a king-size director, DeMille is constantly attended while 
at work by a retinue. One of these, I learned when I visited the 
Samson and Delilah set while the picture was in production, is called 
the Chair Boy. He is in his early 20s. His job consists solely in fol- 
Jowing DeMille around the set all day with a chair or a stool, so that 
the master can sit whenever he pleases, wherever he happens to be. 
Because his Chair Boy is at all times behind him, DeMille, with 
never a backward look, can always sit with confidence. What makes 
Chair Boy’s job interesting (one drawback, of course, is that henever 
has a chance while working to look DeMille in the face) is the fact 
that he has full responsibility for deciding whether to trail DeMille 
with a director’s chair, a low stool or a high stool. Though DeMille 
never converses with the man who is always behind him, the two
